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AIDS activists crash conference

Members of ACT UP (AIDS 
Coalition to Unleash Power) infil- 
trated a government-sponsored 
conference on AIDS last month. 

The activists got into the confer- 
ence at the Palais de Congrès with 
phoney press passes. As soon as 
Madame Denise Laberge-Ferron, 
head of the Centre Québécois de 
Co-ordination sur le SIDA started 
speaking, eighteen ACF UP mem- 
bers started blowing whistles and 
yelling "Assassin!” Then they took 
over the microphone and the stage. 

According to Michael 
Hendricks, a member of ACT UP, 
this led Laberge-Ferron to tears. 
After activist Daniel Begin spoke, 
she asked for a minute of silence in 
memory of those who have died of 
AIDS. 

Hendricks said the move was 
only to give herself time to “control 
herself.” ^ 

ACT UP did not expect a posi- ^ 
tive reaction from peopleattending ^ 
the conference. g 

But they werepleasantlysurprised ^ 
to sec their complaints met with 5 
sympathy and applause from many £ 
of the health system workers at- 5 
tending the conference. 

ACT UP was angry because it 
felt the conference did not address 
the concerns ot people with HIV. 

“We demand free medicine, 
enough food to feed ousclves, ad- 
equate housing, public access to 
information, and dignity and re- 
spect," read the pamphlet handed 
out by ACT UP at the conference. 

The focus of the conference was 
on technology and treatment of 
AIDS. 

According to Hendricks, the 
conference was badly planned and 
geared towards the needs of the 
“AIDS Industry.” He feels moreat- 
tentionwasgiventodrugcompanies 
than to people with HIV. 

“We don’t oppose the exchange 
of information,” said Hendricks. 
“We just wanted to draw attention 
to the lack of consultation with the 
AIDScommunitybytheorganizers 
of the conference." 

Matthew Perry, another mem- 
ber of ACF UP, thinks the positive 
reaction was from people who work 
withAIDSand HIV positive people 
and get their funding from the gov- 
ernment. 

“A lot of the groups who had 
delegates at the conference have to 
go to Laberge-Ferron for money,” 
he said. “So raising problems with 
her or the CQCS might be diffi- 
cult." 

Laberge-Ferron said that since 
theconfercnccthcCQCShasstarted 
a consultation campaign with 350 
sero positive people in Québec. The 
program is mean t to establish work- 
ing groups which will make 
recommendations on prevention,

care ofsero posi tive people, research 
and services. 

Hendricks questioned I .aberge- 
Ferron’s understanding of 
consultation. “She would rather 
have them inside the tent pissing 



out than outside the tent pissing 
in,” he said. 

When asked whether the ACT 
UP demonstration contributed to 
the decision launch the campaign, 
Laberge-Ferron said it did not. 



"What they were asking for was free 
medicine. They already have eighty 
per cent of their medicine paid for 
by the government.” 

“Tint’s a lie,” Hendricks said. 
"It's (frayed that she knows nothing 



about beng HIV positive. Kighty 
percent is a very generous esti- 
mate.” He noted that a friend who 
has tested HIV positive recently 
contracted shinges, and is forced to 
spend S24 a day on medication. 



Low-income housing scores victory

last week Municipal AffairsMin- 
ister Claude Ryan announced a 
major shift in the*provincial gov- 
ernment’ssocialhousingpolicy.and 
poverty activists are celebrating. 

“We see this as a victory for ten- 
ants in social housing units, 
although we only got half the 
changes (to the policy) that we asked 
for,” said Richard St-Pierre, a 
spokesperson for the tenants’ asso- 
ciation of Les Habitations 
Jeanne-Mance, a downtown 
Montréal low-cost housing com- 
plex. 

Stricter adherence to rent poli- 
cies is one of the two changes. A 
household’s monthly rent has tra- 
ditionally been calculated as 25 
per centofthetotalincomeofevery 
adult in the unit. 

The old policy required social 
welfare recipients classified .^“una- 
vailable” for government training 
programmes to pay the same rent as 
“available" welfare recipients. 

This resulted in many tenants 
paying considerably more than 25 
percent of their income in rent.

Pierre, this resulted 
in the “ridiculous 
situation where 
rents for low-cost housing units 
doubled for some families, forcing 
many to move out." 

In one case, a family was forced 
to pay SI 000 rent for a four and a 
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half apartment in a Montréal hous- 
ing unit. 

But under the new policy, rent is 
capped at $63 for "young adults" 
between 18 and 21 , 
I and $126 for those 
ÉÉ between 2 1 and 24.

opposition to the original policy. 

The original policy was tempo- 
rarily overturned last year by the 
Québec Superior Court, when the 
provincial government failed to fol- 
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low correct legislative procedure. 

Members of Le Front D’action 
Populaire en Réaménagement 
Urbain (FRAPRU) have called for 
further changcstothegovernment’s 
housing policy. FRAPRU members 
argue that a maximum rent for low- 
income housing units would 
encourage more tenants to scckcm- 
ployment. 

“Theabscnceofamaximumrent 
can produce the absurd situation 
where a tenant will refuse a job 
because the rent will skyrocket, es- 
pecially if thejobistcmporary"said 
a FRAPRU press release. “Many 
refuse a job so they can continue 
paying a reasonable rent." 

Asa result, fewer tenants in low- 
income housing today have a 
salaried job than ever before. 

According to FRAPRU, barely 
seven per cent ofthese tenantshold 
a job, compares! to 20 per cent in 
1978. 

St-Pierre said the drop in work- 
ing tenants can be blamed on the 
lack of effective government poli-' 
des, the decline of Montréal’s 
industrial economy, and high youth 
unemployment rates.

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McGill AIDS policy first priority for lesbian and gay staff

Raynaid Lepage, newly elected 
president of McGill’s lesbian and 
gay employees association, plans to 
continue fighting discrimination at 
McGill, but his main goal is to work 
for a better university AIDS policy. 

“Peoplearesickofhcaringabout 
AIDS and I say they need hearing 
aids,” he said. 

He stressed the need for imme- 
diate action. “The US waited ten 
years and Canada has followed suit. 
In ten years, there could be a real 
catastrophe,” said Lepage. “AIDS 
could be as bad as the plague in the 
13th century.” 

He suggested that McGill use its 
resources to study why, after years 
of education, people are reluctant 
to use condoms. “Not using latex 
means a lot to some people.” 

Lepage noted that groups also 
have to work to spread informa- 
tion . “It ’s good that they do research, 
but I want to look for a solution 
from the commoner’s end. If no- 
body catches it, then we won’t need 
a cure.” 

He stressed personal contact as 
the way to reach people. "Everyone 
should know the facts, not through 
the newspaper, but person -to-per- 
son. 

“The only way to remove fears 
and prejudices is to talk to people. If 
I could reach one more person, I’d 
be happy,” said Lepage. 

Lepage’s other goal is strengthen 
the organization so that it repre- 
sents lesbians, gays, bisexuals, 
transsexuals, and others better. He 
sees a larger potential membership. 
“We would like to increase mem- 
bership to find out how many 
support us,” he said. Lepage added 
that all supportersare welcome, not 
just lesbians and gays. 

Lesbian and Gay Employees of 
McGill (LAGEM) was co-founded 
in February 1990 by Dr. Richard 
Cooper, a former McGill Professor 
in the faculty of Religious Studies, 
and Robert Head, who worked in 
McGill’s administration. Head and 
Cooper 
agreed that 
discrimina- 
tion and 
homophobia 
at McGill were the main reasons 
they started LAGEM. 

“Having felt we had experienced 
discrimination and being aware of 
other such cases, Dr. Cooper and I 
felt there was no reason for any 
employee to suffer discrimination 
or loss of dignity. We thought it 
would be good to have a construc- 
tive dialogue with the university," 
said Head. 

“It was the sort of organization 
that needed to be founded at 
McGill,” Cooper said. "There is still 
much homophobia and denial go- 
ing on. There was a fear of 
participation and there still is.” 

Roth were positive about found- 
ing the organization.“Thcre was a 
great deal of support from col- 



leagues,” Head said. 

Last October, LAGEM and 
McGill’s non-academic staff asso- 
ciation won an important victory 
when the university extended 
spousal benefits to same sex cou- 
ples. 

McGill docs not officially recog- 
nize LAGEM. The university’s view 
is that all employees are represented 
bygeneral staff associations. “We’ve 
been waved away and told good- 
bye,” said Lepage. 

Head currently has two com- 
plaints against McGill and many 
university employees pending with g 
the Québec Human Rights Com- « 
mission, for discrimination on the Ï 
bases of sexual orientation and po- g 
litical convictions. He said that the t 
commission is close to issuing a re- 3 
port of finding. If the report shows £ 
enough reason, thecommission will § 
take the university to court on 5 
Head’s behalf. S 

“I have no doubt that the com- 
mission will find sufficient reason 
to proceed toa tribunal,” Head said. 
Head also said his case was well 
documented. 

“When I first felt I was being 
victimized, 1 consulted proper coun- 
sel, and I gathered evidence, should 
I, as I did, go to the Human Rights 
Commission. There is a substantive 
body of evidence that has been 
amassed and is in the hands of my 
legal counsel and the Human Rights 
Commission,” said Head. 

The complaints name numer- 
ous McGill cmploycesas well. Head 
said he was not shy about naming 
names. “1 have not been reticent or 
intimidated in any way from in- 
cluding any individual from my 
allegations based on their status at 
the university, whether non-man- 
agement, management, or executive 
personnel," Head said. 

Cooper also laid a charge with 
the Human RightsCommission af- 
ter his contract with the Religious 
Studies department was not re- 
newed. He cited courses he taught 
on alternative sexualities and reli- 
gionasa reason his contract was not 



renewed. 

Head was president of LAGEM 
until late last year, when he resigned . 
“I’m pleased that the organization 
is still existing and flourishing un- 
der Mr. Lepage,” he commented. 

IAGHM welcomes all frietuls, re- 
gardless of sexual orientation. 
Full-time and part-time employees, 
as well as non-McGill people are en- 
couraged to attend.

Frat may be cut off from 
university services

TORONTO (CUP) — A University of Toronto fra- 
ternity maybe cut off from university services becauseof 
allegations of discrimination by a lesbian and gay activ- 
ist group. 

Last January, a member of the fraternity told Piet 
Defraeye, a representative from the Committee on 
Homophobia, that any member of the frat who came 
out as a gay man would “be kicked out of the residence 
the next minute.” The frat member said it was Phi Kappa 
Sigma’s policy. 

Defraeye said the incident occured when he was 
distributing committee pamphlets at a display by the 
fraternity. Even though he had been given permission to 
distribute, a frat member demanded that he remove the 
pamphlets immediately, 

Defraeye said. 

But Ming Zee, Phi 
Kappa Sigma president, 
denies the existence of a 
policy which excludes 
gay men from participat- 
ing in the organization. 

The fraternity charter 
states the organization is 
“open to bona fide male 
students of an institu- 
tion" and prohibits the 
discrimination of mem- 
bers “on the basis of his 
race, creed, colour or 
national origin,” but fails 
to mention sexual orien- 
tation. 

“The issue of homo- 
sexuality or homophobia 
has never entered our fra- 
ternity," said Zee. “Our 
fraternity does not discriminate in any way.” 

DefraeyesaidtheCommitteeon Homophobia wants 
the fraternity to issue an open letter to the committee 
stating that it doesn’t discriminate against gay men. 
They also want the fraternity to amend its charter so that 
it explicitly prohibits discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation. 



Committee members have written to the universi- 
ty’s housing service, the student council and the 
administration requesting they cut off the fraternity 
from services until it meets the committee’s demands. 

Housing service director Pearl Karimalis said the 
fraternity will not be listed until it complies. 

“Wedon’t list pcoplewhodeviatefrom theHuman 
Rights Code of Ontario,” she said. “We don’t want to 
refer students to a residence like that. We’d do that in 
the case of any landlord.” 

Student council president Peter Guo said the frat 
will be prohibited from booking the campus pub if 
they don’t meet the committee’s demands. The com- 
mittee is also pushing for a ban of Phi Kappa Sigma 
members from athletic facilities. 

Zee said the fraternity will not meet the commit- 
tee’s demands. They 
condemned the incident 
in an article in a student 
newspaper last year. But 
the frat is not willing to 
takeanyfurtheraction be- 
cause of the Committee 
on Homophobia’s “mili- 
tant tactics” such as 
letter-writingcampaigns, 
he said. 

“They’rcverymilitant. 
We don’t have anything 
to hide, we’re just not pre- 
pared to deal with these 
people. It’s just that we 
don’t want to respond to 
an organization like this, 
that would take this kind 
of approach." 

The Interfraternity 
Council (I EC), an asso- 
ciation of fraternities and 
sororities at McGill, also docs not mention sexual 
orientation in its charter. 

But lohn Hiscox, president of IFC, said there was 
no policy against lesbians and gays, and any member 
can launch a complaint if they feel discriminated 
against. Hiscox said he did not know of any gay mem- 
bers in the IFC.

Male Original Sin is a stupid, iliberal 
and intolerant doctrine. Would it make 
sense to hold all women collectively 
responsible for the commercial succss 
of Michael Bolton, regardless of their 
individual musical tastes? No, because 
the corollary of M. O. S. is, of course, 
the doctrine of Universal Female 
Sanctification, which holds that women 
are incapable of sin. Women are, in 
fact, innately so virtuous that they can 
be entrusted with the power to 
anonymously accuse men before the 
law (Daily 11/20/91; 11/22/91). 

Then there’s Martin Dufresne, 
ubiquitous Confessor King of tire male 
feminists, who writes in (Daily 1/8/92) 
to second the female anti-Ethanitcs, 
thereby placing himself up another 
notch over his rival penitents. What a 
holy guy. Hand Martin a blank 
confession form, he’ll gladly sign it in 
blood (“We’re all guilty — yours truly, 
the Men”). Martin explains that Ethan’s 
error was “male bonding” which causes 
rape. (You get enough guys together, 
they reach critical mass and go out 
hunting women, its inevitable.)

“Building the new Canada!”, booms the Reformer, the 
official publication of the Reform Party of Canada. After 
humble beginnings as a Western separatist party in 1 987, the 
Reform Party has become the fastest growing political 
movement in Canada, gaining thesupport of many thousands 
of Canadians with its anti-Tory, anti-Quebec platform. 

Despite the rhetoric about reform and renewal, there is little 
to distinguish Preston Manning’s Reformers from right-wing 
Tories. The party seeks not to build a new Canada, but rather 
an old Canada where profit is put forcefully ahead of social 
need and hard-won gains made by labour, people of colour, 
women, First Nations, gays and lesbians, francophones and 
other oppressed groups in society are rolled back. 

The genuine discontent of Canadians over the GST, the 
recession and thecynicalmanoeuveringsofthepoliticalproc css 
have provided fertile ground for new ideas that challenge tire 
current orthodoxy ofCanadian politics. The Reform Party has 
tapped into this discontent and claims to offer a newalternative. 
But what exactly is the nature of this “alternative”? 

First, the Reform Party is no friend of the ordinary working 
Canadian. Its roots arc in tire Canada West Foundation, an 
eccentric think-tank that emerged in the late 1970s as a right- 
wing response in Western Canada to the rise of Quebec 
nationalism. 'Hie Party was founded by corporate director 
Stan Roberts and millionaire Francis Winspcar. Preston 
Manning, present Reform Party leader, was president of a 
management consulting firm in Edmonton for 20 years, and 
his father, Ernest Manning, was a long-time Social Credit 
premier of Alberta known for his disgusting record on the 
rights of First Nations. 

On Québec, Manning has been quoted saying that “if we 
continue to make unacceptable constitutional, economic and 
linguistic concessions to Québec at the expense of the rest of 
Canada, it is those concessions which will tear the country 
apart.” 

Manning is opposed to Québec’s right to determine its 
relationship to Canada through a referendum, and is opposed 
to official biligualism. In Ontario the Party has recruited 
members of APEC (the Alliance of the Preservation of English 



in Canada), and has close ties with the Confederation of 
Regions, a reactionary, anti- French party which has become 
the official opposition in New Brunswick. 

'Hie Reform Party is also against multiculturalism, and 
any immigration policy that would “radically or suddenly 
alter the ethnic makeup of Canada”. ’Hie vice-president of 
the party’s interim executive in Peterborough stated that 
“we are derived of white European culture, this is our 
identity, and immigration should not destroy it with excessive 
numbers Asians and blacks. ..a larger number of blacks and 
Asians are entering Canada; for the first generation, their 
birth rate is higher and you don’t have to be an expert to 
understand what could happen. Canada as weknow it could 
disappear.” This is racism pure and simple. 

On other fronts, Sandra Manning (wife of Preston) has 
concluded that there are no distinctive women's issues. The 
Party is anti-abortion, and calls for cuts in funding for child 
care and medicare. They want a return to the death penalty, 
and propose a 10-15% cut in the federal budget through 
massive public sector layoffs. 

Essentially, The Reform Party is exploiting anti-French 
chauvinism in English Canada in order to pul extremely 
reactionary policies on a “respectable” agenda in a way we 
haven’t seen for some years. The issue of Quebec has opened 
the door to politics which pose a serious threat to anyone 
interested in social justice. 

However, although the rhetoric has won broad support, 
this support is still very shallow. Many sympathizers arc not 
fully aware ofthc nature and implications of Reform’s right- 
wing platform. Right now it’s crucial to expose the Reform 
Party’s politics and organize against it. 

Preston Manning is planning a visit to Montreal in 
conjunction with a national speaking tour on 'Fhursday, 
January 23rd at noon at the Sheraton Centre. A conunittee 
is being formed on campus to picket Manning’s meetingand 
draw attention to the issues.

Montréal faces salty deadline

Montréal must cease dumping 
snow in the river by 1996, and city 
bureaucrats are running in circles 
in search of alternative solutions. 

Despite a variety of wacky pro- 
posals, members of the 
ruling-Montréal Citizens’ Move- 
ment (MCM)partyhaveyettocome 
up with an adequate solution, say 
members of the city’s official oppo- 
sition. 

“When the MCM was in opposi- 
tion, it criticized the Drapeau 
government for dumping snow in 
the water, but now it’s doing the 
same thing,” said Democratic Coa- 
lition of Montreal (DCM) member 
Sam Boskey. 

But as the city prepares for the 
Quebec government’s 1996 dead- 
line against dumping snow in 
waterways, there is no common 
agreement on the best way to ap- 
proach snow treatment. 

Montréal snow currently is di- 
rected into sewers, onto vacant land, 
into the Miron quarry dumpsite, 
and directly into the St. Ijurence 
river. Old snow often contains salt, 
heavy metals, industrial runoff, car 
exhaust and trash. 

Solutions considered by the 
Montréal bureaucracy would have 
melted snow purified at the, city’s 
sewage treatment plan. To melt the 
snow, giant microwave ovens, ex- 
cess steam from the des Carrières 
garbage incineration, and mixing 
snow with warm waste liquids have 
been proposed. 

Société pour Vaincre la Pollu- 
tion (SVP) spokesperson Daniel 
Green agreed that the snow could 
be desalinated in the city’s sewage 
treatment plants. According to 
Green, the plant is set up to remove 
salt. 

But the sewage plant often fails 



during peak runoff periods and 
untreated water is fed directly into 
the river, said Green. 

This is especially problematic in 
industrial neighbourhoods, where 
sewer water is ripe with toxins. Ifall 
sewer water was processed through 
the sewage treatment plant, direct- 
ing melted snow into the sewers 
might be a feasible option. 

But Boskey is skeptical 
Montréal’s sewage treatment plants 
could adequately handle removing 
such large quantities of salt. “Re- 
moving salt using the (sewage 
treatment) plant is not a short-term 
option.” 

Snow on land or sea? 

“The Democratic Coalition has 
always criticized the snow being 
dumped in the river,” said Boskey. 
Instead the Democratic Coalition 
favours dumping snow on vacant 
land, he said. 

But Green said dumping snow 
on vacant land contaminates the 
soil and ground water after just two 
to three years. 

“The residue left from the melted 
snow is dirty,” Green said. “It just 
produces contaminated soil which 
is expensive to deal with." 

Democratic Coalition researcher 
Gaétan Nadeau said waste residue 
could be contained and gathered if 
the snow was physically separated 
from the earth. 

Nadeau also pointed out that if 
snowismorerapidly removed, there 
is less time for pollutants to accu- 
mulate. 

The provinicial government 
originally intended the ban on 
dumping into waterways to begin 
this year. But due to a shortage of 
feasible alternative solutions, 
municpalities convinced the gov- 
ernment to push back the deadline 
until 1996.

Wee beasties live on 
U of T garbage

TORONTO (CUP) — Pigs arc 
living high offthehogon University 
of Toronto garbage. 

As part of its waste reduction 
policy, the university is paying a pig 
farmer to pick up U of T’s swill — 
leftover food waste from university 
cafeterias and dining halls. 

Hy Hope Farm owner Carol Bibb 
said the 600 porcine prizes love the 
mixture of vegetable and fruit peel- 
ings, egg shells, fats and other food 



wastes which are made into a soup. 

“If you were just fed grain day 
after day, it would get boring. The 
pigs get listless." 

“With this, they know when 
they’re going to get fed and they’re 
up for it. Some of them are up over 
the fence when they smell it com- 
ing. It’sadififerent meal every time.” 
The waste has been collected 
from two campus cafeterias for 
about three years, and the univer- 
sity is now expanding the service. 
“It’s a method of helping with 



waste pick-up and it’s contributing 
to the farmer. It helps reduce the 
waste in the kitchens,” said Robin 
Toderian, director of U of T’s food 
services. 

One cafeteria pays Si 07 per 
month to have the slop picked up 
three times weekly. 

Bibb said the farm also picks up 
food waste at hospitals and other 
institutions. Her father has been 
feeding pigs garbage for 43 years, 
she said.

Mohawks Ronald Cross, 
Gordon Lazorc, and Roger Lazorc 
are on trial in the Quebec Supreme 
Court, facing 49 out of an original 
59 charges resulting from die stand- 
off in Oka in the summer of 1990. 

The trial has been going on since 
October 21 of last year, but the 
defence has yet to plead “guilty” 
nor “not guilty.” 

Mohawk activist Kahn-tinenta 
Horn says dial if the defence made 
a plea in court, it would undermine 
the existing claims and rights held 
by die Mohawk Nation.Tlic.sc rights 
are entrenched in treaties such as 
thcTwo-Row Wampum, dieTrcaty 
of Ghent and die Jay Treaty and 
were guarantad by die 1982 Con- 
stitution. 



The events which have led to the 
charges against Cross, Lazorc and 
Lazorc took place on land claimed 
by the Mohawk Nadon. As the sov- 
ereignty of the Mohawk Nation, 
and the validity of Mohawk laws 
have been recognised by treaty, the 
defence is not obliged to abide by 
Canadian law. If they do recognise 
Canadian law, they surrender their 
rights as Mohawks. 

Says Horn, "dicy continue so far 
to stand mute because they have 
made no defence and may not do 
so.” 

Registering a plea would also lie 
a violation of die Great Law of 
Peace, says to Brian Rice of the 
McGill Native Awareness Coali- 
tion. 

The Great Law of Peace was 
developed by the Iroquois before 
Europeans invaded Nordi America. 



It is still observed by traditional 
Mohawk. 

The law was guaranteed in the 
treaties signed with the French and 
the English, and entrenched by 
Canada in the 1982 Constitution 
Act. 

Horn saysanodicrrcason for the 
defence not to enter a pica is a lack 
of confidence in the Canadian jus- 
liccsystcm. “’Hie thrccaccuscd may 
not pul in a defence because it won ’ t 
make any difference.” 

But Horn has no regrets of the 
events of 1990. 

If die defendants “go to jail for 
defending the land, then dial is the 
price dial all we Indian people must 
pay fordoing diis. Whether we get 
off or not, found guilty or not, it 
doesn’t matter to us, says Mom, 
“we did the right diing.”
